The 
fame Day the Ruffian Minifter difpatch’d an Exprefs te 
s rt. 
Turin, March 23. We are actually employ’d in tracing 
3 Camps, each for 8000 Men, The King, it is faid, will 
recall his nny from Lombardy, and has refaly’d to 
sugment cach Regiment in his Service with a Battalioa. 


Our Troops are thought to confift of about ,000 Men. 
We reckon ey 


Regiments. Here are two Deputies from the Canton of 
Berne, but we do not as*yet know their Errand. Ic is 
however certiin, thar the Troops of that Canton have 
taken Poffeffion of the Pofts abandon’d by the Spaniards 
near Geneva. We reckon the Army 6f the Infant Don 
Philip confifts of about 22.000 Men, but they expect 
{peedily a Reinforcement of 10 Battalions ; they have 
employ’d Workmen to enlarge the Roads, arid have fent 
Engineers to view the Pafles thro’ the Alps ; but we have 
taken Care to fecure them effectually, as well by poft- 
ing confiderable Bodies of Troops wherever we appre- 
hend any Danger, as by erecting Redoubts well furnith’d 
with heavy Artillery. There is a prodigious Defertion 
among the Spanifh Troops. 

Vienna, March 30. The whole Royal Family is at 
Schoenbrunn, from whence her Majefty comes almoft 
every Day to this City. She will continue ar that Caftle 
till the fets out for Prague, which will be the 25th of 
next Month. She has given Notice to all the Perfons of 
Quality who are to attend her, to take as few Servants, 
and as little Baggage with them as poflible. We hope 
the City o® Egra will be reduced before her Majeity’s 
Coronation. Prince Charles is to command the Siege 
and Prince Lobkowitz is to cover it. It is confident! 
reported here, that a Body of Saxon Troops will be em- 
ploy'd therein as Auxiliaries. The Count de Dona is re- 
turn’d hither, and has been extremely well reciv’d at 
Court; where he prefented her Majefty with a Lift of 
the Officers to whom his Pruffian Majefty has given 
Leave to ferve as Voluntiers in her Army in laly. He 
likewife tald her Majaly, 
ed him to with her a happy Campaign, which he did 
not doubt would produce a fpeedy and honourable 
Peace. 

Franckfort, April 12. His Imperial Majefty named, a 
few Days ago, the Officers who are to ferve next Cam- 
paigo, and even declar'd, thatvhe intended to command 
bis Army in Perfon. But we apprehend, that the March 
of the Englith Auxiliaries towards Mentz may occafion 
fome Change in his Mcafures. We begin to perceive, 
that this March has had a {trong Influcoce on the States 
of the Empire. Since they advanc’d to the Rhine, there 
have been high Debates in the Dyet, where the Mini- 
fters of feveral Princes who Opposs‘d that Meafure be- 
fore it was taken, have roundly declared their Approba- 
tion of it, and’that before they were awed by the Neigh- 
bourhood of French Troops, It is likewife very evident, 
that abundance of Princes and States will join their Troops 
‘with thefe, which inclined his Imperial Majefty to de- 
fire to quarter 10,000 French in this Neighbourhood, 
but that che Senate of this City abfolurely refufed their 
Confent. We are this Moment intorm’d, that ten Com- 
of Auftrian Foot arriv’d Yefterday in the Terri- 
tory of Naffau-Ufingen, within five Leagues of this 
Place, and the Vanguard of 3¢00 Men are arriv’d there 
this Day. His Excellency the Earl of Stair will fix his 
Head rters at Freidberg in the Wetteraw ; and the 
Duke of Aremberg his at Dietz, a Town belonging to 
the Prince of Orange. His Imperial Majelty will fet out 
for: Augsbourg in.a Day or two, and from thence pro- 
ceed to Munich ; but the Empre(s, the Prince Royal and 
Electoral, and al] the Imperial Family, together with the 
Aulic Council, and the Dyet of the Empire, will remain 
here. 


—-Ratisbon, April 8.. As there_is.a great Number of 
Foreign Troops in the Neighbourhood of this City, our 
Mapifirates bave thought proper to order the Gates of 
this City to be fhut early every Night, and not to be 
opened till an Hour after Sun Rifidg.

After a warm Debate in the Swedith Dyet on the 2oth 
of laft Month, it was carried upon the Queftion, to fend 
Orders to their Plenipotentiaries at Abo to conclude their 
Conferences there in fix Days, and return Home imme- 
diately, if Peace cannot be had on moderate Terms, 
Private Letters from Stockholm dated March 2a, O.8. 
fay, that Orders ayaa been fent to 3 Detachments of 
feveral Regiments, making in al] 1000 Men, to embark, 
with Intention to make.a Defcent on the Mle of Aland, 
they mutinied, and were with much ado reduced. It is 
faid the Dyet has taked a Very fevere Refolution upon 
this Subject; it is alfo faid, that anocher Body of Troops 
is fent to make a Defcent on that Ifland; and that a 3d 
Corps has been embark’d on a fecret Expedition of very 
great Importance. The Commanding Officer is dire@- 
ed not to open his Inftructiogs till he is a certain Nam- 
ber of Leagues at Sea. 

General Buddenbroek was difpatched by his Pruffian 
Mujefty, when he left Silefia, to Memel, in order to af- 
femble a conliderable Body of Troops.
